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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A search of the prior art failed to uncover a reference that teaches or suggests a 
catalyst composition, or solvent or slurry containing the catalysts composition, wherein 
the catalyst composition comprises a compound of formula (1 ) with the required Lewis 
acids (c-2). 

In this regard, U.S. 6,469,198 to Suzukamo et al. is the closest prior art. 
However, this reference fails to teach the required Lewis acids (c-2). Moreover, this 
reference fails to motivate those of ordinary skill to modify its disclosure to include the 
required Lewis acids.
